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TAX RATE IS 
SET AT $1.50 
BY TRUSTEES 

glerrn Madre's city tux rate for the 
coming y(*ar will lie $1.50, an Increase 
of I cents on each $100 valuation. Thin 
was determined at last evening's meet¬ 
ing of the city trustees, tin a total 
valuation of $1,550,000 this should 
yield a revenue of $23,370. Of this 
amount $11,374 vvil he for general mu¬ 
nicipal purposes, $1,558 for library pur¬ 
poses and $10,438 for interest and sink¬ 
ing fund on water bonds. 

Budget estimates for the coming 
year were prepared hy Mayor Jones 
and Treasurer Wolff iu advance of tie 
meeting and presented to the trus¬ 
tees as a basis for calculating the levy 
necessary for the various purposes. 
The following Is a general outline: 

(leneral administrative expense, in¬ 
cluding salaries, printing, and town 
promotion, $4,200. 

Elections, $120. 

Celebrations, $250. 

Police, (special deputies and night 
watch), $1100. 

Health, municipal nurse and sup¬ 
plies. $1,200. 

Street cleaning, tree trimming, etc., 
$1,800. 

Street repairs and maintenance, $900. 

' Street lighting, $1,680. 

Advances necessary to start new 
street improvements, $300. 

An income of about $1,200 is assumed 
from the health department. 

No allowance is made for surplus 
revenue from the municipal water de¬ 
partment during the first year. 

The rate lor library purposes re¬ 
mains on the same basis as last year, 
but the increase in valuation will yield 
a somewhat higher income for that 
purpose. 

Sierra Madre's assessment roll shows 
a total of $1,558,210 worth of property 
on which municipal taxes can be raised 
this year. The total assessed value of 
land Is $1,056,470 pud of Improvements 
thereon, $477,260. Personal property 
IS assessed at $85,000, making the total 
assessed valuation $1,618,870. Deduct¬ 
ing the property of soldiers and their 
widows which is exempt and the prop¬ 
erly of corporations which is subject 
to taxation by the state only gives the 
net taxable assessment as $1,558,210. 

Compared with lust year's assess¬ 
ment roll an Increase of $192,000 is 
shown. This Is practically all due to 
Increases In the realty assessment, the 
amount of new improvement shown 
being comparatively small. 

Canyon Map Accepted 

W. S. Collins, accompanied by his 
attorney, Judge fin wen, were present 
for the purposes of presenting the 
completed may of the Sierra Madre 
Canyon Park subdivision. As finally 
drawn the map definitely locates the 
north boundary line of the sub-division 
at the existing fence on the south 
boundary of the water company's 
property. This Is the point over which 
there was fear of a tangle In the title 
to the water company's property. In¬ 
asmuch us the survey scented to show- 
that Mr. Collins was entitled to a 
strip 36 ft. wide off the Water Company 
property, in spite of undisputed pos¬ 
session for many years since the prop¬ 
erly was purchased from the late N. 
C. Carter. Mr. Collins definitely agrees 
that he will have no recourse against 
the city to secure the amount of prop¬ 
erty to which he is entitled. 

Considerable amusement was caused 
over the manner in which Mr. Collins 
writes Ills signature, no one present 
being able to decipher It as be had 
Inscribed It on the map. Mayor Jones 
said he would only consent to pass 
on the map after he had seen Mr. Col¬ 
lins go through the performance of 
writing his name, and Mr. Collins ac¬ 
cordingly gave an entertaining dem¬ 
onstration of how thoroughly a man 
can disguise the letters of Ills own 
name. It would be difficult to describe 
the actual appearance of that signa¬ 
ture, but no one could sec more than 
a series of line parallel vertical 
scratches, of varying length. Some of 
tin' trustees told Mr. Collins they 
thought he had started to write some¬ 
thing and then scratched it out. 

City Attorney Montgomery reported 
that the recent report of the Sierra 
Madre Telephone .k* Telegraph Com¬ 
pany showing the revenues of the past 
year and accompanied by vouchor for 
the city’s percentage on the gross re¬ 
ceipts was not given in sufficient de¬ 
tail. He said the report should be re¬ 
turned for data on the Income from 
every department of the company's 
business, which was done. 

Senator llewllt was present to ad¬ 
vise the board on some matters of 
procedure connected with the water 
bonds. He advised that In view of the 
changing ownership of the l.lllle Santa 
Anita the city should tile on all water 
not now appropriated in the canyon 
stream at the extreme lower end of 
(he property which Is to he turned 
over to tile city. While the water is 
thought to be safely In the hands of 
the city and the water company lie 
advised the step merely as a precau¬ 
tionary measure for fear there might 
be a little water to which tile city 
could not show absolute title.

Its formation reeognlr.es that the peo¬ 
ple are entitled to have something to 
say iu transportation matters, and that 
the railroad company and the men 
both realize it. Coining from the rail¬ 
road, the suggestion that the people's 
representative be Included Indicates 
. loser cooperation between the twi. in 
the future.

The Piutes, 
Washoe and other tribes in early days 
eondemned their criminals to the coun¬ 
try surrounding “Death Valley." When 
an outlaw Indian violated the most 
sacred laws of bis tribe lie was eon¬ 
demned to the “Valley of Fire,” where 
he was expected soon to perish. 

Of the hundreds of bodies found in 
"Death Valley,” where men perished 
from heat and thirst, they are almost 
universally naked to the waist. The 
trail made by the men before death 
also shows a circuitous course. At n 
certain stage, after being attacked by 
the heat, the person begins to run and 
claw at his breast. First his hat is 
abandoned. Then he begins to claw at 
Ids sliirt. and finally tears it from him. 

Runs in a Circle 

Then he turns in a circuitous route 
and narrows the circuit until Anally 
he falls exhausted in a heap and never 
rises again. Delirium conics ofl in¬ 
stantly. It is at this point that the 
victim begins to tear at bis upper gar¬ 
ments and run. It is presumed that 
the terrible suffering from the heat 
and thirst feels like a load on Ills lungs 
and makes breathing diflieull, and that 
the victim imagines by running he is 
getting away from the tiling, and that 
in clawing off his upper garments in¬ 
is releasing the weight 

Scientists w'lm have visited “Dt 
Valley" in warm weather and had a 
touch of the heat state that tin extra¬ 
ordinary effect of the heat there is 
caused by the peculiar situation of 
"Death Valley." It is from 160 to 100 
fed below sea level and is shut in on 
all sides by high mountains. 

All Moisture Is Out 

The Punauiints r inge shuts out the 
moist air from the Pacific ocean, arid 
the Funeral and tlrapevine ranges shut 
■ ut the wind from the slight Vegeta¬ 
tion on the eastern side, so that littl. 
wind reaches "Death Valley." Tile at¬ 
mosphere of that region is the driest 
of any place on earth; it absorbs from 
every living thing, both human and 
vegetable, every particle of moisture. 

This is Illustrated by the fact that 
1 1 certain places in "Death Valley." 
when tin- thermometer is at its high¬ 
est often 137 degrees in the shade a 
man in \ • r can satlat. his thirst. As 
non us he takes the canteen from his 
lips tin- thirst returns as strong as be¬ 
fore. When the system is drained of 
all moisture the lirnln yields, the vic¬ 
tim's cms stare like a madman's, and 
he runs Ills circuitous course to death.

\\ li.'d i- a magneto ; I he automobile 
owner will answer that it i, the small 
dynamo, or generator, which produces 
tile electricity necessary to explode the 
charge in the engine cylinders. This is 
only partially correct and is far from 
explaining just how thi> little machine 
pri.duces electricity. 

I he magneto is a small machine built 
into the engine and furnishing current 
ior u niting the charge. It takes tin- 
place hi batteries, and eliminates igni- 
iott troubles to a great extent. Mag¬ 
netos arc universally used on automo¬ 
biles. I lure is scarcely a half dozen 
makes^ of cars in the country not 
equipped with them Magnetos have 
not been used so widely on stationary 
gas ingiiiis because they are more ex¬ 
pensive than batteries, and have not 
heretofore been designed to meet the re- 
rptirciiHiits for stationary work. They 
are now furnished, however, by all the 
leading engine makers, and make the 
farm tigiiie as reliable as the automo¬ 
bile. i he slow speed engine-time* mag¬ 
neto j- the most successful type. This 
will start and run engines of all sizes, 
and requires no renewal or attention 
beyond oecas'. mil oiling. In appearance 
a magneto ri -entitles two or three large 
horseshoe magnets set side by side. It 
j-. in fact, nothing more than two or 
three magnets with a bundle of wire 
between them. This wire is wound on 
i little iron spool, which is revolved, 
and as the wire passes the “poles” or 
■ •lids of the magnets, n current is pro¬ 
duced in the wire. This current is con¬ 
ducted to the igniter or spark plug, 
where the spark is produced. 

Just how and why the revolving of a 
wire between the poles of a magnet pro¬ 
duces a current of electricity is hard to 
explain. Intraday discovered, years and 
years ago, that if a wire was forced 
across tin invisible "lines of force," 
which exist between the poles of every 
magnet, that a current of electricity 
would In induced, or generated, in the 
wire. The revolving part of the mag¬ 
net. . consisting of a bundle of wires, is 
made to cut the "line of force" between 
■he magnetic poles hy belting the shaft 
to the engines. \s these wires, in turn, 
are forced across the "lines of force” a 
current of electricity is produced. All 
dyiianu s, and generators, which produce 
electricity hy the application of mechani¬ 
cal energy work on this same principle, 
l’ut the magneto differs from the dvna 
mo, or generator, in that permanent 
IktscsIioc magnets are used in the field. 
Permanent magnets are tor. small and 
weak for the more powerful generators 
and electro-magnets arc used instead. 
Th< electro-magnet consists of a soft 
iron yore wrapped with mam turns of 
insulated wire. They are powerful mag¬ 
nets only so long as a current of elec¬ 
tricity is flowing through the wire 
When this current ceases the magnetism 
\ anislu s.

PARK PRESERVE AT OUR DOORS 

Pasadena News: Heartily and un¬ 
reservedly we indorse the suggestion 
Mr. C. D. Daggett of Pasadena that 
.shooting of deer in the mountain area 
north of the Crown City lie prohibited 
and the region set aside as a game 
preserve. It is little short of a crime 
for vandal hunters to trail the gentle 
creatures and ruthlessly slaughter 
them in the name or sport. Theoretic¬ 
ally, the doe is immune by law. liut as 
a matter of fact the unscrupulous 
hunter, if he is certain of doing so un¬ 
detected. will not hesitate to kill the 
female deer. Inexperienced and ignor¬ 
ant "sportsmen" unable to distinguish 
a doe from a buck at a distance of one 
hundred yards also are guilty of this 
great wrong. 

Mr. Daggett is eminently right in 
urging the establishing of a sanctuary 
for these graceful wild animals whose 
immunity from hunting would, in pro¬ 
cess of time, bring them into confi¬ 
dential relations with mankind. If the 
national government would transform 
the entire forest reserve of the Sierra 
Madre range into a game preserve in 
a few years the deer, no longer timid, 
would be seen In family* groups dis¬ 
porting in the sylvan shades within a 
few miles of Pasadena, thereby adding 
immeasurably to the attractiveness of 
the mountain resorts. Unless protec¬ 
tion of this nature is afforded it will 
not be long before the deer, now so 
mercilessly hunted, will become as 
| scarce as the dodo. As Mr. Daggett 
pertinently remarks, “Fifty years from 
now we will lie sending all over the 
world for different species of deer to 
put into this great natural park" that 
lies right at onr doors. . 

Up in the hills of the Sierra Mailre 
range the black-tailed and mule-tailed 
deer are about the only two species 
found. They are more or less gregar¬ 
ious in nature, polygamous, in fact. 
They rut in the fall and breed first at 
the age of nI m• 11 1 sixteen months, the 
period of gestation being about six 
months. A doe normally gives birth to 
two fawns. All deer, especially the 
bucks, have a tendency to migrate 
from lower to higher altitudes early in 
the summer and retreat in the fall. In 
Southern California the species found 
In the foothills rut fully a month 


earlier than those of higher altitudes. 
It is encouraging to note that many 
game enthusiasts in California advo¬ 
cate a closed season on deer for a per¬ 
iod ranging from one to ten years. The 
Daggett idea of a park preserve is 
still better. 

Think of the possibilities that lie 
within easy reach if the people will 
only bestir themselves to insure their 
realization. Every year the fame of 
this park preserve would he augment¬ 
ed, adding materially to the attrac¬ 
tions of this favored spot and proving 
a powerful magnet in drawing hither 
the nature lovers of the universe. Our 
glorious hills with their splendid 
growth of timber, tlielr singing moun¬ 
tain creeks, their wonderful fern beds, 
the picturesque yucca plant, the myr¬ 
iads of wild flowers offer a charm that 
few localities possess and it is ours in 
perpetuity if our people will avail 
themselves of the chance to attain il in 
Hie manner noted. We hope the Pasa¬ 
dena Hoard of Trade will take early 
steps to carry out the suggestions of 
Mr. Daggett. It deserves the strong 
support of every civic society, every 
social club, every improvement organi¬ 
zation. every individual. Not only does 
it make appeal on the grounds of hu¬ 
manity, but common sense, selfish in¬ 
terests even should conspire to have 
the government name the mountainous 
region just mirth of Pasadena as a 
park preserve.
